company was the outgrowth of this 
venture and

Fit gler was con­ 
nected with the management of the 
great corporation from its inception. 
Invested in Florida. 
In 1885 Mr. FI.: 
;id his first 
visit to Florida and b<*cH»n,> impressed 
with the business p o ssib ility pre­ 
sented there by the railroad field in 
connection with the development of 
winter resorts. 
Mr. Flagler built the Florida East 
Coast railroad and later erected the 
Ponce DeLeon and Alcazar hotels at a 
cost of $3,000,000, His greatest achieve­ 
ment was the extension of his rail 
road from Miami to Key West. For 
rc ny years his plan was ridiculed as 
impracticable and was called “ Flag­ 
ler’s folly."
